To  Whom  it  May  Concern : This  certifies 
that  I have  this  day  examined  the  nursery 
stock  and  premises  of  the  nurseries  of 
David  Rodway,  at  Hartly,  Kent  County, 
Delaware,  and  that  said  nursery  stock  is 
apparently  free  from  crown  gall,  peach 
yellows,  peach  rosette,  the  San  Jose  Scale, 
and  all  other  plant  diseases  and  insects  of 
a seriously  dangerous  nature.  This  certi- 
ficate may  be  revoked  for  cause  by  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  it  is  invalid 
after  August  31,  1918  and  does  not  include 
nursery  stock  not  grown  on  the  above 
named  premises,  unless  such  stock  is 
covered  by  a certificate  of  a state  or  gov- 
ernment officer  and  accepted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture.

You  will  notice  that  I have  slightly  ad- 
vanced the  price  of  my  plants,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  labor,  lumber,  and  mailing 
are  higher  than  they  have  been  in  past 
seasons. 

I again  thank  you  for  your  patronage, 
and  hope  to  be  further  favored  with  orders 
in  the  future.

STRAWBERRY  AND  VEGETABLE 
PLANTS 


STRAWBERRIES 

Big  Valley.  This  is  a new  variety  that  I 
have  not  fruited  yet.  But  from  what  I 
have  seen,  it  looks  good  to  me.  It  has 
made  the  best  rows  I have  this  spring.  The 
plants  are  large  and  deep-rooted.  The 
originator,  from  whom  I bought  my  plants 
said  he  fruited  twelve  varieties  last  year, 
and  this  variety  beat  them  all.  People 
came  from  miles  to  see  them.  Last  year 
was  the  first  time  they  were  put  on  the 
market.  They  are  worthy  of  a trial.  They 
will  sell  this  year  as  they  are  in  ten  dif- 
ferent states.  Prices  are  $2.50  for  500; 
$5.00  for  1000. 

McAlpine.  This  berry  has  been  tried  now 
for  several  years,  and  I have  found  it  all 
right.  It  makes  a large  row,  and  should 
not  be  planted  too  close.  People  who  see 
it  fruit  claim  it  to  be  a wonder.  I usually 
sell  out,  but  had  a few  left  last  year.  The 
commission  men  all  want  this  berry.  It 
sells  as  high  as  from  20  to  25  cents  per 
quart,  and  that  is  a good  sign  that  the 
fruit  is  all  right.  The  fruit  is  large,  of  a 


bright  scarlet  color.  Price  $1.40  for  500; 
$2.50  for  1000. 


Big  Joe.  I will  still  stick  to  what  I have 
written  several  seasons  about  this  berry. 
I always  sell  out  of  plants.  People  come 
for  mlies  to  look  at  the  fruit  and  the  var- 
iety is  becoming  well  distributed.  The 
fruit  is  large  and  fits  in  quart  boxes  in 
rows.  The  plants  are  large  and  free  from 
disease.  You  will  never  regret  planting 
Big  Joe  which  always  brings  in  good  re- 
turns. Price  is  $1.40  for  500;  $2.50  for 
1000. 

^Tendall.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest  bear- 
ing varieties  It  was  originated  by  Mr. 
Fendall  of  Maryland.  The  plants  are 
strong  and  free  from  &ny  rust.  The  fruit 
is  large,  rich  in  color,  smooth  and  glossy. 
It  is  said  they  have  produced  16,000  quarts 
to  the  acre.  They  are  good  plant  makers. 
I have  only  a limited  supply  of  these 
plants.  Price  $1.45  for  500 ; $2.50  per  1000. 
Son’s  Prolific.  This  is  a seedling  of  the 
Buback  which  I have  fruited  for  several 
years,  and  find  good.  The  variety  is  very 
productive.  The  plants  are  good  growers 
with  large  stems  and  hold  the  fruit  off  the 
ground.  The  berries  are  good  shippers. 
The  plants  seem  to  produce  a berry  for 
every  blossom.  It  fruits  in  mid-season. 
Price  $1.40  for  500 ; $2.50  per  1000. 
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^ First  Quality.  This  variety  I have  fruited 
far  several  years,  and  find  that  it  always 
comes  up  to  the  claims  that  are  made  for 
it.  The  plants  are  large,  strong,  upright 
growers,  with  dark  green  foliage.  They 
produce  as  many  berries  as  most  varieties. 
The  fruit  is  large  and  good  for  shipping.

People  who  came  to  see  mine 
fruit  last  year  claimed  it  the  best  I had 
out  of  30  varieties.  It  is  a good  shipper 
and  has  perfect  blossoms.

u Haverland.  I can  not  say  much  for  this  as 
everyone  who  has  grown  berries  knows  it. 
It  is  an  old  and  good  berry,  makes  a nice

medium  to  large.  It  is  a mid-season  var- 
iety and  a good  commercial  berry.  Price  is 
$1.40  for  500;  $3.00  per  1000.  Imp. 

Senator  Dunlap.  Here  is  another  old  and 
tried  berry  of  which  I need  say  little,  as 
most  all  growers  know  that  it  is  a good  old 
variety.  It  makes  a good  row  and  fruits 
heavy  in  mid-season.  One  of  the  best  com- 
mercial varieties.  Price  is  $1.40  for  500;

Steven’s  Late  Champion.  This  variety 
^iooks  very  much  like  the  Gandy,  growing, 
except  it  is  a better  plant  grower.  It  makes 
a nice  row;  it  is  healthy  and  three  times 
as  productive  as  the  Gandy.  It  is  late, 
coming  on  with  the  Gandy.  It  is  uniform 
in  size  and  of  a good  quality.  Price  is 
$1.40  for  500;  $2.50  per  1000. 

Lady  Cornelle.  This  new  variety,  from 
what  I can  hear,  must  be  a good  one.  I 
did  not  get  to  fruit  much  of  it  last  spring. 
It  is  a sturdy  grower,  ripens  early,  and  is 
of  a good  color.  Of  a good  size,  it  makes 
a nice  row.  Price  $1.40  per  500 ; $2.50  per 
1000.

Gandy.  Most  all  growers  know  this  var- 
iety. There  is  always  a big  demand  for 
it.  It  is  one  of  the  best  standard  late  var- 
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ieties  we  have.  It  must  be  planted  on  black 
swamp  land,  however,  to  get  the  best  re- 
turns from  it.  The  fruit  is  large,  and  will 
ship  a long  ways.  It  makes  a good  row. 
PricprfJ.40  for  500;  $2.50  per  1000. 
C.^luster.  Here  is  one  that  is  very  hard 
to  tell  from  the  "Gandy.  Some  growers 
claim  they  are  alike  but  I always  thought 
the  C.  Cluster  bore  more  fruit  than  the 
Gandy.  Fruit  is  large,  and  makes  a good 
row.  It  comes  on  the  same  time  as  the 
Gandy.
